is uſed to Perſons or things : and this is ei- 
ther implied, as in every Treſpaſſe, Reſcous 
and Diſſeifin, there is a Force implied in Laws 
or it is aQtual with Weapons, number of Per- 
ſons, &c. which alwayes carryeth ſome fearfull 
ſhew or matter of rerrour with it. The aRual 
Force alſois eicher fimpie, when ir is joyned 
with no other crime, as entry into lands one- 
ly 3 or compound, when it is mixt with ſome 
other Fa&R,which of it ſelfe is criminall. Agif 
any by force enter into anothers Poſſeſſion,

T he Statures of 5 R.2.7.15.R,2.2. 8.H.6.9, 
pive charge, that none ſhall enter into any 
Lands, bur where entry is given them by Law, 
and then ina milde and a peaceable manner, 
And that none ſhall enter into or hold a Poſſeſ- 
fion of Lands with a ſtrong hand , and with 
force. For the opening whereof we muſt know, 
I, That one or more may commit this oftence. 
2.An Infan t or a Feme Covert,by their own a& 
may commit a forcible entry or detainer : Bur 
they cannot do it by commandment, as ano- 
ther man may do. 3, Where divers do come in 
a company to do this a&, and one of them 
onely doth uſe the violence, they are all guilty. 
But herein we muſt take this difference, where 
divers come together in one place todo an un» 
lawfull thing,and one only doth it, and the reſt 
Rand by, and donothing 3 in this caſe they are 
all guiley as principall doers, and the a& of one 
ſhall be ſaid co bethe a& of all.

Forcible entry 5 much more, if being entred 
they there offer any violence or fear of hurt to 


the perſon of anothet that is in poſſeſsion with - 


bim ; and moſt of all, if he ſhall furiouſly and 
forcibly expell and drive another out of the 
poſſeſsion : for if one enter in at the door, being 
open,peaceably, but then he doth forcibly pur 
out them that he finds in poſſeſsion, this is a 
Forcible Entry. Ifa man have a force laid in 
another houſe by the place, this may make him 
guilty of this offence of Forcible Detainer. So 
ifa man after his peaceable Entry, get more

charged arc many, for at this Seſſions 
all rhings ought to be given in charge, that 
do lie witbin the authority of the Juſtices to be 
determined. Time will not ſerve to tell you 
all, therefore that we may make the beſt uſe 
and yer keep our ſelves within the bounds of that: 
time, we have allotrcd to us, we ſhall obſcrye this 
method. 1. We ſhall wholly paſſe by thoſe parti- 
culars whichare in reſpe& of the preſent time , 
lace, or condition alrogether unuſefull. 2. We 
all only rouch upon, and lightly run over 
ſuch things as are lefſe ſerviceable, and uſefull. 
3- And ſtay only upon the things that are moft 
pertinent and behoofefull, In the which alſo we 
thall endeavour to be as brief as it is poſſible ro be 
inſo large a Tra&, And therefore we thall on- 
ly name the Law, and offence againſt Law,with- 
our amplification or expoſition, and recite only 
thar part of a Statute which makes the offence,and 
no other part thereof.
